May Be Seen at Twilight wit 
Field Glasses. — 


Cambridge, Mass., March 20— 
Halley’s comet may now be seen 
on nights when conditions are 
favorable with the aid of an or- 
dinary field -glass. The. most 
favorable time to look for it is 
between 6.30 and 7.30 p.m., with 
the glasses elevated somewhere 
above where the sun sets. The 
Harvard observatory have the 
wanderer focussed nightly on 
their big.telescopes, and some 
interesting photographs of its de- 
velopment are being made, 

Professor E. C. Pickering, di- 
rector of the Harvard obsevatory, 
says:— 

“The comet is at present in the 
twilight region. It is in the line 
of the sun and its brightness is 
dimmed by the lustre of the great 
centre of the solar system. Be- 
sides, it has not yet attained its 
maximum bDrilliancy. That will 
be May 18. It will be visible all 
through April, but at its brightest 
in May.

Canadian House sf Peers. 


How Canada Came Near to Having 
Such an Upper House. 

Ottawa, March 20.—It is not 
generally known that Canada at 
one time came near to establish- 
ing, or having established, an 
hereditary aristocracy with a 
house of peers, formed on the 
model of the British one. Indeed 
the act providing the necessary 
machinery for these was actually 
placed on the etatute books, and 
all that was needed to bring it 
into being was Her Majesty’s 
assent. 

Fortunately, as most Canadians 
will agree, Her Majesty was con- 
tent to allow Canada’s develop- 
ment to progress along rational 
lines, and the act was never called 
into effect. 

When, in 1791, Quebec was 

divided into Upper and Lower 
Canada, by an act in whieh -the 
Geverior was piven power to ap- 
point a Legislative Council, there 
was this further provision: 
_ Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid that whenever 
His Majesty, his heir or success- 
ors, shall think proper to confer 
upon any subject of the crown, 
by letters patent under the great 
seal of either of the said provinces 
any hereditary title or honor, 
rank or dignity of such province, 
descendable according to any 
course of descent limited in such 
letters patent, it shall and may 
be lawful for His Majesty, his 
heirs or successors, to annex 
thereto, by the letters patent, the 
hereditary right of being sum- 
moned to the Legislative Council 
of such province, descendable 
according to the course 80 limited 
with respect to the said title, rank 
or dignity; and that every person 
on whom such right shall so be 
conferred, or to whom such rights 
shall severally so descend, shall 
thereupon be entitled to demand 
from the Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor or person administering 
the government of such province, 
his writ of summons to such Leg- 
islative Counoil at any time after 
he shall have attained the age of 
21 years. 

Thus, while Canada had for 76 
years, till the Brittsh North 
America Act came into being, all 
the machinery for an hereditary

action. In view of the position of

For ‘pity’s sake ‘stop teaching the 
“doctrincs of Christ’! Doctrines were 
good enough in the days of Jesus and 
aul and Celvin and Luther and 
Wesley, but the people are not accus- 
tomed to them nowadays. ; 
__I have no fsult to find with my 
‘Christian brethren in the ministry of 
‘the various denominations. It fs not 
‘to me, but to the Lord, that they 
‘must give an account of their stew- 
‘ardship—of their grand opportunities 
for declaring the Gospel of Christ. 
To their own Master they must stand 
or fall. It is not for me to forbid 
them because they follow not with us. 
It is for each one who stands as -an 
ambassador of Christ and of God 
to follow his own convictions faith- 
_fully. Besides, I am_ assured that 
many of them are loyal to the core, 
' It is my understanding: that, as a 
‘minister of the Gospel, I should take 
ifor my guide in this matter the in- 
structions of my ordination. Like 
.8t. Paul my ordination to preach the 
‘Gospel was from the Lord. I must 
iprencn the message which I believe 
ihe has given me (I. Timothy ii, 7). 


. ‘As his ambassador I must preach 


‘the Word, following the example of 
‘the Lord and the. Apostle As they 
avoided politics, so must }. As they 
avoided vain philosophy and “‘science 
‘falsely so called,’’ so must.I. As they 
‘preached the doctrines of Christ, so 
‘must I—whether men hear or forbear 
to hear. I remember the words of 
St. Paul to Timothy: “Preach the 
Word, with all long-suffering 
and doctrine. For the time will come 
‘when they will not endure “sound 
‘doctrine; but after their-own ‘prefer- 
ences they shall gather teachers to 
themselves; having itching ears they 
‘shall turn away their earg from the 
Truth and shall be turned: unto 
‘fables’ (II.-Timothy iv, 2-4). | 
There must be a reason why Chris- 
tian preachers and their hearers have 
abandoned the study of the ‘“Doc- 
trines of Christ’’ set forth by the 
Apostles and Prophets. Is it not. be- 
cause they. no longer believe - those 
doctrines? Is it not true that the 
College and Seminary Professors have 
led the majority of the ministry afar 
into unbelief in the Bible, and that 
tlfese ministers are gradually leading 
their confiding flocks intozother ‘‘pas- 
tures green” than those which the 
Great Shepherd and hig appointed 
mouthpieces, the Apostles, approved? 
Is not the Higher-Criticism infidelity 
of the colleges gradually -penetrating 
even into the Sunday School Lessons 
and even into the High Schools of 
our land—undermining all faith in 
God’s Book? But what led’to this de- 
arture from the Word of God—into 
igher-Criticism infidelity and into 


- the Evdlution theory, which makes 


void the Word of God; and into 
Christian Science, which puts a pre- 
mium on falsehood; and into Theoso- 
phy and Spiritism, the deceptions of 
the fallen argels—demonism? How 
comes it that all these unscriptural 
theories now flourish, whpreas: only a 
century ago God’s Word was respect- 
ed and its doctrines were studied by 
Christian people of various and con- 
flicting creeds? The answer ;is that 
with’ the increasing light of our day 
the creeds of the past are seen to be 
ffalficious, irrational, by all who use 
their thinking apparatus. "The lead- 
iers in the various Churches discover- 
ed this in advance of their flocks. 
They promptly and _ reverently set 
their creeds on a high shelf where

perfect to stand handling and inves. 
tigation, are not and never were the 
doctrines of Christ and the Apostles 
It is our duty and pleasure to sb: 
forth to Christian ple to the iex- 
tent of our ability that the teachings 
of the Bible, the doctrines of Christ, 
are grand, noble, reasonable, “worthy 
of all acceptation.”” To the extent 
that we succeed in doing this we are 
bringing back straying Christiana 
from the deceptive bogs of Evolution 
and Pater yest ; “4 the firm 
oundation, the solid rock of Truth— 
God’s Word. - ‘ 

+ “Faithful are the. wounds of a 
friend” is'the Divine essurance. We 
cannot, therefore, better show our 
friendship and Christian.Jove to our 
brethren than by pulling down from 
the shelf their reverenced creeds and 
allowing them to fall in pieces be. 
yond repair,’ If every church could 
be thus induced to pull down ita 
creed-idol, the present Laodicean 
stage of the Church would speedily 
-come to its senses, as suggested by 
our Tord. Then, instead of feeling 

emselves rich and increased in 
goods and having need of nothing, our 
dear. Christian brethren of all denomi. 
nations would realize the meaning of 
our Lord’s wonls—that Churchianity 
as a whole to-day is poor and naked 
and miserable and wretched and b'ind 
(Revelation iii, 14-22). As Christiang 
of all denominations we have cause 
of rejoicing thut we have outgrown 
the trundle-bed creeds of the past and 
that we can no longer wrap ourselves 
comfortably in the narrow bigotry 01 
error. The Lord caused this to b2 
written in the long-ago through the 
prophets, . saying, “For the b2d {s 
shorter than that a man can stretch 
himself on it; and the covering nar- 
rower than that he can wrap himselt 
in it’ (Isaiah xxviii, 20). If in con. 
nection with this growth which has 
come to us and by which we have 
nobler conceptions than lgd our fore. 
fathers of the rights of man under the 
Golden Rule, it is a cause for rejoic- 
ing. Even though the transition has 
been accompanied by a great. fulling 
away into Higher-Criticiam, Infidelity, 
Evolution, ete, nevertheless” even 
these errors are in many resp2cts pre. 
ferable to the blindness and bigotry. 
Happy are we, dear friends, if, the 
eyes of our understanding being open- 
‘ed, our hearts are led to a closer 
walk with God, a more careful and 
prayerful study of his Word, and to 
a subsequent growth in grace and in 
the fruits of the holy Spirit. 

r: Do some inquire for clearer specifi. 
cation respecting the features of the 
creeds put upon the shelf, which we 
-think should be no longer cared for, 
but allowed to fall? We answer that 
of course there ure good features in 
all of our creeds—truths which will 
never fail. But with these truths are 
mixed the errors which are, as the 
Proverb says, “Dead flies (that) cause 
the ointment to stink” (Ecclesiastes 
x, 1). There is plenty more of the 
ointment in God’s Word. It is jn. 
deed the “‘balm of Gilead’? and pure 
—without the ‘corroding fly of error. 
This is what we all want, whatsoever 
our denominational name, and the 
sooner we get it the better for us, for 
the Cause and for “the brethren,” 
whom we love to serve. 

I give an illustration: Those of us 
who are Calvinistic may well hold 
fust to some of the precious Scripture 
teuchings so long revered, but we 
went to east out quickly and effective. 
ly the gross error which teaches that 
all the non-elect, instead of having 
hope for a blessing through ‘the 
elect,” are to be everlastingly tor- 
mented. Those of us who are Ar- 
minian in doctrine have much that is 
precious, but need also to cast away 
from us the thought ‘that our loving 
Heavenly Father is merely good-in- 
tentioned and lacks the power, the 
ability, to make his benevolent desires 
effective towards any except a smali 
handful of humanity. Our Disciple 
friends should cast. aside the thought 
contained in their teachings that only 
the water-immersed experience for- 
giveness of sins and reconciliatinn ta 
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The doctrines of Christ, therefore, are 


_the. teachings of Christ; the doctrines 


of men, the teachings of men. What 
the Church needs to-day is, to receive: 
into good and honest hearts afresh tha 
‘doctrines of Jesus and the Apostles— 
allowing. these to displace the doc. 
trines which Christendom now holds 
but disesteems, and which were for- 
mulated in a time of less light than 
the present. Instead, therefore, of dis. 
couraging each other in respect to the 
study of the doctrines of Christ, we 
should, as Christians, become more 
earnert- int the study every day, hop- 
ing and expecting that in the wonder- 
ful light of our time God would be 
able to meke clear to our understand- 
ing the harmonious interpretations of 
his Word. We should- study to find, 
the relationship between Election and 
Free Grace. We should clearly under. 
stand whut is meant by baptism and 
whet kind of beptism is necessary for 
our induction into the Body of Christ 
a8 members. On every line we should 
be looking for the harmonies, instead 
of rejoicing in the errors which have 
long divided us into hundreds of secta 
and purties. F 4 

However, in some respects sectarian 
energy is better than federated death. 
Might we not even say that if all the 
creeds were dashed to pieces and each 
Christian stood forth unshackled as 
respects denominational: bonds, the re- 
sult would be a great improvement so 
far cs individual thought, study, and 
relationship to God would be’ con- 
eerned? In a-word, each Christian 
should have his own creed, his in- 


dividual faith; and none should dg] 


more or less than to essist his mind 
to a full understanding of the Word 
-pf the Lord in respect to every sub: 


ect. 

All’ doctrines which cannot show a 
foundation and full authority in the 
teaching of Jesus and the Apostles 
and Prophets, are doctrines of men. 
‘the teachings from above come to us 
through heuven-appointed channels, 
The jargon which prevails in Christen- 
dom in respect to Christian doctrines 
proves that they are of human origin. 
The Scriptures alone furnish to us the 
doctrines of Christ. 

Bricfly stated they declere, ‘'To us 
there is one God, the Father, and one 
Lord, Jesus Christ” (1. Corinthians 
viii, 6). To us there is one Holy Spirit: 
to us these is “one Church of the Liv- 
ing God, whose names are written in 
hezven”’; to us there is ‘‘one Lord 
and one faith and one baptism; one 
God and Father of all’’ (Ephesians iv. 
4-6). However impossible these state- 
ments may have appeared during the 
“dark eges,” they are no longer so. 
The light of Divine Truth is now shin. 
ing. God has not only put into our 
possession wonderful Bibles, and won-- 
deriul helps for Bible-study, but has 
also given us the ability to read, to 
study the Word critically. And he is 


pleased now to assure us through the | dad 


‘prophet that we are living in'the time 
when “the wise shall understand” 
the ‘“‘mystery hidden from pest ages 
und dispensations,’? which could hot 
be understood previously without 
working an interierence with God's 
eternal purposes. 

What, then, dear friends, shal we 
do? . Shall we float on ingloriously, 
daily, hourly coming closer and closer 
to the great catuclysm which is swal- 
lowing up so many now in infidelity, 
culled Higher-Criticism? Or shall we, 
accept God’s Helping Hand, the doc: 
trines of Christ, and know the Truth 
and be made free from the error am 
be brought into fellowship with our 
Redeemer on the highest plane? Let 
us, as the ‘‘wise virgins’’ of our Lord’s 
parcble, wake from sleep and trim our 
lamps, and, in the light thereof, see 
God’s wonderful riches of glory as 
they stand revealed on the threshold 
of the New Dispensation—the Millen. 
nial reign of Christ! 

In conclusion: Our Lord admonishes 
us along the lines of this discourse 

follows: “I counsel thee to buy 
of me gold tried in the fire, that 
thou mayest be rich, and white rai- 
ment, that thou mayest be clothed, 
and that the shame of thy nakedness 
do not appear; and anoint thine eyes

“The Edmonton Saturday News 
had the following in ita leading 


article last week: 


“Up to the present there has not 
been a tittle of evidence presented to 
justify the general accusations of 
crookedness which are being made, 
not only in the province but outside it, 
in regard to the members of the eve 
ernment. The Calgary Albertan 
denounced the bargain as a veeklass 
one, and. has conducted a campaign 
against the administration in connec- 
tion with it which has been the 
strongest single factor in creating ad- 
verse public sentiment. But when all 
the discussion in the House was over, 


othe Albertan does not believe that 
there has been graft in connection 
with this transaction; at least it has 
learned nothing which gives that im- 
pression.” 

But we have the High River Times 
speaking: of the province as being 
“rob and plundered by a set cf 

rafters,” ‘and the Red Deer Newssay- 
fo ng..that ‘the government ‘stands 
charged with the most flagrant acts of 
corruption.” As we descend in the 
scale. of responsibility, the stronger 
the-language becomes. A situation 
has thus been created which it was 
imperative to clear up.” 

The. Saturday News when it 
first appeared said it was pub- 
lished to filla long felt want. It 
then spoke of the power of the 
weekly press. It showed the 
editor; was generally behind all 
that. appeared in his paper. He 
exerted’ a powerful influence 
over the community at large. He 
was ‘the great bulwark of the 
people, etc., etc., etc. The Satur- 
day News atill clings to the argu- 
ment that the weekly (itself) is a 
power in the land. But of the 
other leading weeklies that have 
dared to. express an opinion on 
the great issues before the 
people, it remarks contemptuous- 
ly ‘fas we descend in the soale of 
responsibility, the stronger the 
lan guage becomes.”’ It is a dirty 
bird that fouls its*“own nest by 
sneering at the weekly press. 
As a matter of fact the Saturday 
News has always given the Ruth- 
erford Government an untram- 
melled support. It is claimed by 
some to be the attorney general’s 
mouthpiece. We are warranted 
in believing it has had its pockets 
lined with money from the public 
chest in the way of printing. It 
now says “‘there is not a tittle of 
evidence presented to justify the 
general accusation of crooked- 
ness.” A tittle is a small atom. 
We cite the mutilated files as one 
instance to prove the News is 
extravagant and even dishonest 
in its statements. T'hose mutilat- 
ed files would defeat any gov- 
ernment. There is no doubt that 
the mutilation took place to con- 
ceal guilt. 

The straightforward weekly, 
having no desire to hedge, at 
once says so. The Edmonton 
News, on the other hand, is de- 
fensive, negative and insulting. 
This Journal may not be so high 
in the ‘“‘scale of responsibilty”’ 
as the Edmonton News but at 
least we are able to pay our bills 


when they become due, and we 
can truthfully look any man in 
the face and say that our 
plant is free from debt. If the 
Edmonton News can say: the 
same thing it knows what it is to 
feel independent of any party, 
creed, clique or power. 


NOT ADVISABLE TO SOW 
GRAIN TOO EARLY 


The Deputy Minister of Agri-| 


culture and other authorities have 
been advising the farmers to sow 
grain as soon as possible. The 
News takes exception -to such 
advice and claims it is contrary 
to fact and experience of old 
timers in this country. All gov- 
ernment returns from experimen- 
tal farms in the west prove that 
oats, for instance, sown the mid- 
dle of April give the best return; 
barley a week later. The reason 
is obvious. After that date the 
soil is generally warm and the 
grain does not experience a set 
back. Early. sown grain lies in 
the ground for long periods, 
sometimes rots, weak seeds die, 
and if the grain sprouts and gets 
a fair start it is frozen down. 
This does not apply to spring 
wheat which should be sown at 
the earliest possible moment. 
Then the early sown grain is 
often handicapped by weeds. The 
grain is slow in germinating, but 
the weeds get a good start and 
nothing will kill them and so in 
many cases the grain crop is 
virtually ruined. 

The News advises farmers to 
get all the land possible ready for 
crop, keep the ground well har- 
rowed down to preserve moisture 
and sow grain at the regular time. 
Often the extra harrowing, be- 
sides killing innumerable weeds, 
will also assure the farmer of an 
additional crop of from twenty- 
five.to fifty per cent.- There is 
altogether too much §slipshod 
farming done in the West. This 
year the farmers have a eplendid 
opportunity of testing the ques- 
tion of thorough cultivation. Get 
all the land ready you can at 
once, work down thoroughly, and 
then give an extra harrowing 
just before seeding, and the 
grain will look after itself.

Alienating Water Power. 


The Government Got a Fright 
Last Week and Some Bills 
May Not Go Through 


Ottawa, March 24.—For long 
years, judging by the resulta of 
general elections, the people of 
Canada have refused to believe 
that the Liberal party was laying 
ruthless hands on the natural re- 
sources of the Dominion, and 
handing them over to private 
parties on this side of the line, or 
even to American interests. But 
so wholesale has been the aliena- 
tion that this vast country is 
coming near the end. There is 
little left. Her lands, forests and 
mines have gone into the hands 
of speculators, and the people at 
large have received nothing for 
them. The fisheries are being 
depleted, many of the most valu- 
able have been depleted, to satisfy 
the appetites of the people of the 
United States, but when it is 
noted that the monopolies have 
been given to American com- 
panies, and a Canadian fisherman 
cannot fish in his own waters, the 
situation is causing a grinding 
of the teeth. 

Practically the last to go is the 
water power. Any thinking man 
will realize what this means. Yet 
here we have before Parliament 
two immense projects to alienate 
from the people a huge wate: 
power at Cornwall, huger than 
the power at Niagara, and another 
of James Conmee’s schemes to 
capture the .ig water powers of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, all 


to Americans. Of course, some 
individuals on this side will profit 
bnt the people at large, to whom 
these water powers belong, are to 
be robbed;. fie

It has been shipped. 

Several years ago.a Mueller 
tapping machine was purchased 
by the Town at a cost of over 
$100.00. This machine was to tap 
the water mains for service con- 
nection under pressure. It has 
not been used in.this way, how- 
ever, because the brass fittings 
used by the town would not fit 
the machine. Also the service 
connections have been put into 
the main with iron pipe, Which is 
not a proper method, because 
these connections are easily 
broken under earth pressure. A 
representative of the Mueller 
company. was here a few days 
ago and submitted prices on fit- 
tings with lead pipe confiected to 
the main. Werecommend that 
we be authorized to accept their 
quotation (which is submitted 
herewith), also to order from this 
company a tapping machine for 
wooden pipe; so that we can tap 
these under pressure also, pro- 
vided their quotation is not over 
$25.00 for the machine. 

We recommend that we be 
authorized to purchase 100 sets 
of castings for street service 
valves -from the Alberta Iron 
Works, Calgary, at their quoted 
price—$1.25 per set. 

We beg to report that the milk 
by-law only requires milk dealers 
using vehicles to take out a 
license, but provides that any 
cow in town may be inspected by 
the veterinary inspector. 

From all the information we 

can obtain we believe that the 
principle of assessing only two 
thirds of the cost of cement walks 
to the property fronting or abut- 
ting the walks is the most just, 
and we again recommend that we 
be authorized to find out on what 
streets the property owners wish 
these built on this basis. This 
should be done at once, as the 
necessary preparations for build-

We wish to have the streets 
kept clear of papers and rubbish 
thissummer. ‘Therefore we rec- 
ommend that we be authorized to 
purchase six galvanized iron cans 
as per cut submitted, size 30 in. 
deep by 24in. and1G6in. These 
will cost about $5.00 each, and 
would be placed at the main 
street corners for papers and 
fruit skins to be put in. 

The Commissioners, Chairman 
of Health Board, Medical Health 
Officer and Health In 
spected the place on Brook St. 
recently, and found that manure 
had been scattered over a large 
space. Health Inspector Rothnie 
was instructed to notify the per- 
sons putting it there to level it 
and cover it with ashes or earth, 


and if this was not done immed-|'™ 


iately to summons them. 

We have looked over all streets 
when the water was draining off, 
and have noted where grading 
and ditching is needed and catch 
basins built. We recommend that 
we be authorized to ordsr the 
nesessary castings for 8 catch 
basins, and that they be built in 
the following places as soon as 
the frost is out sufficiently : 

Douglas street, corner fiver 
avenue, south side. 

River avenue, 
street, north side. 

Gaetz avenue, corner Stewart 
street, east side. 

Gaetz avenue, corner Stewart 
street, west side. 

Mann street, corner Mackenzie 
street, east side. 

Alexander street, corner ‘Mac- 
kenzie street, south side. 

Ross avenue, curner Mackenzie 
street, north side. 

The cost of the last catch 
bssins put in was about $70.00 
each. With these built the drain- 
age for most of the streets will be 
taken care of. 

We recommond that the insur- 
ance policies on the fire hall be 
changed to $3500 on the building 
and $500 on furniture and con- 
tents, and $1500 be placed on the 
building and $800 on furniture. 

We submit herewith actounts 
for your consideration. 

The report was adopted, Coun- 
cillor Galbraith objecting to the 
clause of taxation for concrete 
walks, he favouring taxing all 
property with the entire cost of 
the walks, 

Messrs. Willson and. Brazier 
addressed the Council re milk 
by-law, asking that people in 
town be treated the same ae milk 
dealers.
